Boom Town, USA—Your Stake in 
Albuquerque ... 

The Cilj) of Albuquerque, one of ihe faslesl grorving communities 
of the nation, is finding that there's a lot of truth in the ancient maxim, 
"All that glitters is not gold." Practically bursting at the seams with a 
tremendous influx of new citizens, the city is faced rvith many serious 
problems in expanding its facilities to accommodate the groming population. 
These physical facilities Ji>ill eventually be provided, and meanwhile we 
are all prepared to make the best of it. But what of the human problems 
presented by this rapid growth? 

Between 1940 and 1950 the growth of Albuquerque Was greater 
than that of any of the country’s 165 metropolitan areas, according to 
official census figures. The population of Bernalillo county more than 
doubled and the City of Albuquerque registered a population gain of 
/ 73 per cent — almost triple the 1940 population. Most of this growth 
actually occurred in the postwar years, since the population of the state 
Was somewhat depleted during the war. In the two years since the census 
was completed ihe influx of people has continued at an even more rapid 
rate. Our own growth here at Sandia is indicative of what has been 
happening in the county. There are at least 60,000 more people in 
Albuquerque than there Were in 1945. 

All of this brings us to the problems being faced this year by the 
Albuquerque Community Chest. Is it any wonder that the fund goal has 
had to be increased by 20 % over 1951 ? Much of the increase can he 
attributed to rising expenses, but each of the 21 agencies supported by 
your Red Feather contributions has a much bigger job to do in serving a 
bigger population — a population with a great many problems of adjust¬ 
ment and human need which are not so prevalent in an older and more 
stable community. 

These human needs — for youth guidance, help for the handicapped, 
care for orphans, assistance to travelers, recreational facilities for men and 
women in the Armed Forces, food, shelter and clothing for those tem¬ 
porarily in need — these things cannot Wait. The needs must be met 
NOIV, or the human misery and distress will be compounded, lives will 
be blighted, hopes will be shattered and faith destroyed in those who look 
to the Community Chest agencies for temporary assistance. 

Most of all, if we fail to meet the financial needs of the Red Feather 
agencies serving our community we will have shirked an obligation to 
our own families. We have an obligation to them to make our toion a 
healthy and happy place in which to live and no thinking person can be 
happy with his own good fortune if there are others less fortunate who 
desperately need the assistance he can give so easily and conveniently 
through the Community Chest. The foundation we place today under 
this great new City of Albuquerque will be the base upon which our own 
children will build its future. We must not allow that foundation to 
become Weakened by the disastrous decay of civic pride and responsibility.

Admiral Kraker 
Speaks to AIEE 

The Northern New Mexico section 
of the American Institute of Elec¬ 
trical Engineers will hold a dinner 
meeting Monday at 6:30 p.m. in the 
Fez Club, 809 Copper, NW. Admiral 
George P. Kraker, deputy manager 
of the AEC Santa Fe Operations 
Office, will be the speaker. His 
subject will be “Engineers and 
Atomic Energy,” a non-technical 
subject of vital interest to anyone 
making or planning to make a career 
with the AEC. 

Academy Graduate 

Admiral Kraker is a native of 
New Mexico and was born in Gallup 
where his parents still reside. He 
entered the U.S. Naval Academy in 
1916, was graduated and commis¬ 
sioned in 1919. He returned to the 
Academy in 1925 for a post-graduate 

He served as Commanding Officer 
of the U.S. Naval Ordnance Office 
at Indianapolis during 1941-43. 
Throughout 1944 he was Command¬ 
ing Officer of the U.S.S. Marblehead 
and in 1945 was assigned as Chief 
of Staff to the Commander, Pacific 
Headquarters, Guam. In May, 1948, 
Admiral Kraker retired from the 
Navy after 29 years of service to 
accept the task of establishing San- 
dia Laboratory as a permanent in¬ 
stallation for the Atomic Energy 
Commission. He remained as Sandia 
Field Manager until the late spring 
of ’51. During this period Sandia’s 
physical plant changed from two or 
three war-built wooden buildings to 
many modem structures represent¬ 
ing an investment of more than 
$32,000,000. When the Commission 
transferred its Santa Fe Operations 
Office to Albuquerque from Los 
Alamos it selected Admiral Kraker 
to serve as deputy engineer.

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“The Great A-Bomb Robbery”- 

Scotland Yard Nabs Dr. Klaus Fuchs 
And the Net Begins to Close on Gold

The following article is the 
tenth of a series giving the de¬ 
tailed story of how Russia carried 
out history’s most fateful interna¬ 
tional conspiracy and stole Amer¬ 
ica’s atomic secrets. 

The round-up of Dr. Klaus Fuchs, 
Harry Gold, Sgt. David Greenglass 
and Julius and Ethel Rosenberg — 
who combined with persons known 
and unknown to steal the multi¬ 
billion dollar A-Bomb secrets and 
thus drastically alter the course of 
history—is cloak-and-dagger drama 
at its ultimate. 

The major share of the credit 
belongs to the FBI. The Bureau’s 
work in the face of the remotest pos¬ 
sible clues stands as an enduring 
monument to its public service. 
Scotland Yard played a vital role 
also, as did at least one agent who 
cannot be named nor his affiliation 
indicated. 

That one agent — astoundingly 
enough — can be said to be “close” 
to the inner workings of the dreaded 
Russian MV’D. While in East Ger¬ 
many in 1948 he managed to obtain 
a coded MVD memorandum which 
made passing reference to a com¬ 
munist agent well known in atomic 
research. It did not mention his 
name, the FBI learned later when 
its master cryptanalyst broke down 
the difficult code. 

Russians Have A-Bomb 


be among the British physicists in¬ 
vited to attend. 

So, one of History’s master crim¬ 
inals arrived, took part in vital 
hearings, and later spent a short 
time at the University of Chicago’s 
Argonne Laboratories, a key re¬ 
search center. 

Fuchs returned to England with 
a fresh store of advanced informa¬ 
tion, though there were feeble cries 
later from U.S. scientists that he had 
not learned much that he did not 
already know. On the first Satur¬ 
day of the month following his 
return he passed the information to 
the British courier who had taken 
the place of Harry Gold as Fuchs’ 
contact man. 

FBI Investigates 

Shortly after it was learned by 
the FBI that Russia was building 
the same type of devastating bomb 
whose secrets this country expected 
to possess exclusively for many 
years to come, J. Edgar Hoover’s 
office — cognizant of the provision 
in the Quebec agreement which en¬ 
abled British atomic scientists to 
enter the U.S. without scrutiny — 
came to the conclusion that the 
guilty man or men must have been 
on the British team. 

The FBI was prodded to this con¬ 
clusion, and its earliest suspicions 
of Fuchs as the “leak,” by what it 
calls “one mistake” the brilliant 
scientist made during his years in 
this country. 

It will not reveal the mistake or 
its informant. Suffice it to say that 
the FBI sent word to Britain in the 
Fall of 1949 that it had better in¬ 
quire into Fuchs’ activities. 

The net was closing. And Fuchs, 
whom Rebecca West later called a 


A bit earlier, as the cold war grew 
colder, British Intelligence people 
inside Russia learned that Russian 
production of a prototype A-Bomb 
was well along the way. Then in 
September, 1949, to the horror of 
the free world, geiger counters and 
other radiation detecting devices 
rimming the iron curtain picked up 
the appalling evidence that the 
U.S.S.R. had successfully tested its 
bomb. The Soviet Union could 
thenceforth commence its stockpile 
and, with confidence, make bold 
aggressions against the democracies. 

The horse, so to speak, had fled, 
but it did not lessen the determina¬ 
tion to lock the barn door. For by 
that time we had greater A-Bombs 
in the process of manufacture and 
the holocaustic H-Bomb. 

By determining how we were 
robbed the first time, and by catch¬ 
ing and convicting the robbers, we 
might guard against a repetition. 

Scotland Yard’s chief clue as to 
the identity of a top spy in the 
atomic picture looked better than it 
really was. The single word “Fuchs” 
had appeared in one of the many 
notebooks seized from the quarters 
of Dr. Allan Nunn May, the con¬ 
victed atomic spy, in 1946. But there 
was no other reference to the name 
in May’s notes. Other well known 
and trusted names also had appeared^ 
in May’s notes, for he was a man 
engulfed in the world of nuclear 
fission and his friendships were ad¬ 
mittedly wide. 

Nevertheless, the British denied 
Fuchs permission to travel to east 
Germany to visit his father, a famed 
Quaker and professor of religious 
science — after Fuchs returned from 
Los Alamos to become head of the 
theoretical division of Britain’s top 
atomic energy project at Harwell. 

Fuchs Returns 

In November, 1947, Fuchs returned 
briefly to the U.S. to take part in 
the Atomic Energy Commission’s so- 
called de-classification conference. 
This is a little known but shocking 
fact. The British,- perhaps at the 
suggestion of Scotland Yard, had 
left him off the team of experts as¬ 
signed to aid the top brass in the 
AEC to decide which information 
could now be revealed, which must 
■ remain secret, and review the latest 
developments. 

But three renowned American 
atomic scientists insisted that Fuchs 


"supreme egotist,” was beginning to 
have his first doubts. But before 
Miss West could assay those doubts, 
Fuchs’ communist contact had. 
Fuchs began missing meetings with 
the contact. The contact’s superior 
in the soviet spy ring insisted that 
the courier force £100 (pounds) on 
Fuchs and demand that he — who 
had a contempt for money — accept 
it to prove his loyalty to the party 
and the intrigue. 

Fuchs protested at first. But to 
demonstrate his faith he accepted the 
money, to his apparent disgust. He 
told the courier that while he was 
still of the opinion that a Marxist 
world would be a better world than 
the free one, he reserved to himself 
the right to criticize certain activ¬ 
ities of the communists. 

Lead Fuch? On 

Scotland Yard played Fuchs like 
a difficult fish. Three months before 
his arrest it arranged a tidy promo¬ 
tion for him at Harwell to allay any 
fears he might have, and obstruct 
any efforts the Russians might have 
of “liberating” him. His pay was 
raised from ^.480 to $5,040 a year. 

In January, 1950, Scotland Yard 
put the question to him. Fuchs 
stared blandly at them, the perfect 
picture of a scientist who found 
police crude and beneath him. Wil¬ 
liam James Scardon, a security in¬ 
vestigator at Harwell, put it quite 
bluntly. Fuchs shook his head and 
the little group of British officers 
were about to leave — for they had 
no real evidence against him — when 
Fuchs stopped them. 

“I will make a statement,” Fuchs 
said quietly. 

In the subsequent interview that 
followed, and in several others, 
Fuchs proved a bewildering target 
to the direct-method police. At one 
point Scardon accused him directly 
of giving away A-Bomb secrets. 

Fuchs seemed surprised. “I don’t 
think so,” he said. 

Many exasperating interviews 
later Fuchs told Scardon, “I will 
never be persuaded by you to talk.” 
It was shortly before luncb time 
and Scardon suggested that he think 
it over during the repast. After the 
luncheon Fuchs’ attitude changed. 
He agreed to answer questions be¬ 
cause he now had a clear conscience. 

His historic confession followed. 
It began with his “very happy child¬ 
hood,” his pride in the role he played

Dr. F. C. Hirsch, Corporation 
Medical Director, and Joan Long- 
hurst, 3154, recently returned from 
Illinois where they had visited the 
Caterpillar Tractor Co. mental hy¬ 
giene clinic in Peoria.

with the communist youth of Ger¬ 
many, his years of atomic work and 
betrayal, and his growing doubts 
about tbe perfection of communism. 

Fuchs said he was prompted to do 
what he did because he believed that 
the Western allies were deliberately 
allowing Germany and Russia to 
fight each other to death. 

He added that he was a case of 
“controlled schizophrenia.” 

Fuchs Tells All 

“I used my Marxian philosophy,” 
he expanded, “to conceal my 
thoughts in two separate compart¬ 
ments. One side was the man I 
wanted to be. I could be free and 
easy and happy with other people 
without fear of disclosing myself 
because I knew the other compart¬ 
ment would step in if I reached the 
danger point. ... I succeeded in 
the other compartment in establish¬ 
ing myself completely independent 
of the surrounding forces of society.” 

His conscience was so clear, he 
said, that he could see no reason 
why he could not now be retained 
at Harwell or be permitted to take 
a University job which w'ould enable 
him to carry on his work in atomic 
energy. 

To Prof. Michael Perrin, a fellow 
scientist, Fuchs gave a detailed re¬ 
port on the information he had given 
to the Russians. It is a report that 
has never been released, except in 
the broadest generalities, because of 
the fear that he used this device to 
tell the Soviet Union — by means of 
the report’s publication — things that 
either had slipped his mind or he 
had learned since his last contact 
with his courier. 

In sentencing Fuchs on March 1. 
1950, Lord Chief Justice Rayner 
Goddard intoned; 

Judge Castigates Spy 

“You have betrayed the hospitality 
and protection given to you with the 
grossest treachery. 

“Dare we now give shelter to 
political refugees who may be fol¬ 
lowers of this pernicious creed, who 
may well disguise themselves and 
bite the hand that feeds them? 

“You might have imperiled the 
friendship between this country and 
the great American Republic with 
whom His Majesty is allied. You 
have done irreparable harm both to 
this land and to the United States 
of America, and you did it as your 
statement shows clearly for the pur¬ 
pose of furthering your political 
creed.” 

The FBI, which had supplied the 
British with vital tips leading to 
Fuchs’ arrest, had difficulty arrang¬ 
ing to see the prisoner after he was 
taken to Briton and given certain 
prison tasks which provide time for 
him to continue his scientific studies. 

It w'as not until the following May 
that agents Hugh Clegg and Robert 
Lamphere were permitted to speak 
to Fuebs, in the presence of a prison 
officer, Clegg and Lamphere wanted 
information about Fuchs’ American 
contacts. 

Fuchs explained that while in the 
U.S. he had had only one contact. 
He knew him only by the name 
“Raymond.” He did not know where 
he lived or worked, judged him to 
be between 40 and 45, a chemist, 
and perhaps a first generation 
American. 

From that meagre story the FBI 
found Harry Gold!

You may check on the accuracy 
of your account by writing the 
Social Security Administration, Bal¬ 
timore, Md., and asking for a state¬ 
ment. Be sure to give your Social 
Security account number. A special 
post card blank form for this pur¬ 
pose may be secured from the office 
of the Insurance Counselor, Em¬ 
ployee Services, Bldg. 301, or from 
any Social Security office.
